The Hotel and Restaurant 卫 m- 
ployees and Bartenders Union 
Local 2，with 4,000 Asian mem- 
bers also offers translation for 
non-English speakers，According 
to Mia Luckman， director of 
education for the 18,000-member 
local, some of the major contracts 
and portions of the newsletter are 
translated into Chinese. 

There are also four Chinese- 
speaking staff members，one of 
whom speaks Vietnamese as well， 
who assist members with griev- 
ance procedures，pensions，medi- 
cal benefits and contract nego- 
tiations. Like Jackson，Luckman 
said ,uniorns cannot force their 
members to make active: use of 
benefits， particularly : grievance 
procedures, and both women saiq 
there has been resistance to union 
organizing in Chinatown.
